


A driver from Rushden who collided with 15 cars 
while travelling the wrong way down the M5 in 
Somerset has died, police have confirmed. 

Graham Teesdale, 83, joined the motorway at 
Taunton Deane Services on August 30 and drove 
in the third lane against the flow of traffic. 

Along the stretch of road between junctions 25 
and 26 northbound his blue Vauxhall Vectra col¬ 
lided with 15 cars before coming to a stop. 

He was then taken to hospital, but died last 
Friday. No-one else was injured in the incident.

Police have launched a murder probe 
after a dad-of-one died at the weekend 
- almost two months after an incident 
outside a Northampton pub left him in 
hospital. 

Paul Smith, 49, died on Sunday from 
injuries he sustained during the inci¬ 
dent at the Edge of Town pub in Regent 
Square on Sunday, July 10. 

Officers arrested a 21-year-old man on 
the same day as Mr Smith’s death, and 
later charged him with murder. 

Courtney John Flannigan, of Far 
Cotton, appeared at Northampton 
Crown Court yesterday to face his 
charges. Since the death of Mr Smith, 
who had an 11-year-old son, tributes 


have been flooding in for the 
Northampton Saints fan, often known 
to friends as ‘Smithy’. 

A shrine has been set up at the pub 
where he died, which he regularly used 
to attend with his dad, Alec. 

The pub’s landlord, Martyn Edwards, 
told the H&P: “Naturally we are all 
deeply upset and saddened by recent 
events. 

“Paul was a popular member of the 
community and him and his dad would 
always be joking around lighting up 
any place they visited. 

“I’ve known both Paul and his father 
for 5 years and they were one of the first 
customers to welcome me to 
Northampton and we’ve had fun ever 
since. Paul will be deeply missed by 
everyone at the Edge of Town.” 


■ This murder probe comes on the 
same week police charged a man with 
the manslaughter of Robert Gardner, 
who died at Northampton 
Hospital on June 24 following an 
alleged assault near Krates 
Supermarket in Kingsthorpe on 
June 9. 

Mr Gardner is pictured below 
on the right. 

Robert 
Spearman, 43, 
of Brixworth, 
was charged 
on Tuesday 
after medical 
evidence 
linked the 
assault to the 
victim, also 43.

A 22-year-old man has died 
following a collision in 
Rushden in which he lost 
control of his Triumph motor¬ 
cycle and crashed.

Road. The rider died at the 
scene.

Council to learn’

The leader of Northampton 
Borough Council admits it 
needs to learn lessons from 
the failure of the £10.25 mil¬ 
lion loan to the Cobblers. 

Cllr Mary Markham 
acknowledged the comments 
from auditors KPMG in their 
report being considered by 
the council’s Audit 
Committee on Monday. 

While accepting KPMG’s 
recommendations and the 
seriousness of their 
comments, Cllr Markham 
stressed that they relate 
specifically to the handling of 
the loan to Northampton 
Town, not to the council’s 
financial management in 


club’s 


general. Cllr Markham said: 
“I accept the comments in 
KPMG’s report and welcome 
the feedback on our process¬ 
es. 

“The reason I asked for two 
audit reviews and involved 
Northamptonshire Police in 
our investigations is to ensure 
that we learn the lessons 
from the failure of the loan to 
the football club, and to 
ensure it does not happen 
again. 

“We have already put a 
number of improvements in 
place to tackle the issues 
raised in this report, and we 
intend to make further 
changes in how we do things 
as we review our processes in 
the wake of the loan. 

“I will put in place a 


loan 


rigorous system with a set 
process that must be followed 
in every case, which identi¬ 
fies who is responsible for 
every stage of the process and 
that records that each stage 
has been followed and prop¬ 
erly signed off.” 

Cllr Markham added: “I 
acknowledge that this is a 
very serious issue, but it is the 
exception. We are using all 
the means we can to try to 
recover the £10.25m owed to 
the council, but this must be 
balanced against the £450m 
of transactions that the 
borough council handles 
efficiently every year. We also 
manage assets worth £725m. 

“We will take on board all of 
the comments and make the 
improvements necessary.”

Fighting fires 



Arson is no laughing matter 
as it puts people's lives and 
homes at risk. 

One organisation in the 
county working to reduce 
the rates of such crime is the 
Arson Task Force. 

It works to tackle the delib¬ 
erate setting of fires as well 
as maintaining a consistent 
approach in how arsons are 
investigated. 

Shaun Johnson, from the 
Arson Task Force team in 
Northamptonshire, 
said: “We have had 
a reasonable sum¬ 
mer with hot 
weather which 
has led to a few 
accidental fires. 

“What we 
would say to 
members of the 
public about these 
incidents is you need to 
discard your smoking mate¬ 
rial or barbecues with better 
awareness. 

“As for arsonists what they 
are doing does have an 
impact on the fire service. 

“If a crew is called out to 


deal with a bale of hay fire 
then they are putting them¬ 
selves at risk and the fire 
could be putting people’s 
homes at risk and could be 
threatening people’s lives. 

“They might think it is a 
laugh and a joke but it is no 
laughing matter. In hot 
weather a fire will spread 
rapidly and it could require 
one crew and then another 
crew who are then tied up 
trying to deal with this 
fire when there 
could be a more 
serious issue to 
deal with in the 
county. 

“As a result 
they cannot 
attend and 
people’s lives 
could be at risk 
due to valuable 
resources being tied up 
when they should not be.” 

Shaun explained they have 
spoken with farmers and the 
NFU - National Farmers’ 
Union - about keeping hay 
bales away from the road 
but he accepted having 



with understanding 



them there did make it 
easier for them to be 
collected. 

One of the ways in which 
the Arson Task Force deal 
with arson in the county is 
to join other agencies in 
working with people who 
have been involved in 
domestic violence and 
threatened to burn a house 
down. 


Last year they dealt with 
385 referrals. Shaun 
explained it was important 
to deal with this issue as 
well as to help children who 
come from families with a 
history of domestic abuse as 
they had been known to 
carry out arson attacks. 

He added: “We are working 
with the University of 
Northampton to try to 


understand why these 
children commit this type of 
crime. What we want to do is 
understand the problem so 
we can work with young 
people and help turn them 
around.” 

One achievement is the 77 
per cent fewer wheelie bin 
fires in the county and the 
group hopes it can repeat 
this success in other areas.

Other sites eyed 
for power plant

The developer of a controversial plan for a 
£160 million power plant near a large residen¬ 
tial area says it is now looking at ‘a number of 
alternative sites’, following claims it has 
dropped the original proposed location. 

Rolton Kilbride wanted to build a 45-metre 
high waste-to-energy plant at the Westbridge 
Depot site in St James, Northampton, which it 
says would supply heat to 2,000 nearby homes 
at cheap prices. 

But despite listing 29 advantages of the 
energy centre, the proposal has attracted 
objections from many residents who fear it 
would cause an increase in traffic and 
damage air quality. 

And when Northampton Borough Council 
were moments away from agreeing an option 
to lease the earmarked land to the developer 
- which would have sped up the planning 
process - a protest by residents resulted in the 
authority withdrawing the decision to request 
a public consultation. 

Then just two weeks ago, four months after a 
planning application was due to be submit¬ 


ted, Northampton Borough Council held a 
meeting with Rolton Kilbride, in which both 
parties agreed for a review to be carried out, 
thus delaying the project another four months. 

But last week, the Labour county councillor 
for the Dallington Spencer division - of which 
half of St James resides - claimed a ‘very 
senior’ county council director told him the 
plan will no long be considered for St James. 

Announcing the news on Facebook, Cllr 
Gareth Eales said: “This feels like a very 
positive development that the authority 
responsible for waste disposal is now not 
looking at St James. No room for complacency 
though, as this ain’t over completely yet!” 

When asked for a response to the claim, 
Rolton Kilbride’s managing director, Andrew 
Needham, told the H&P: “Following the 
announcement of the review, we are continu¬ 
ing to explore options, which will include a 
number of alternative sites. 

“As announced, this review is likely to take 
between three to four months to include a 
further period for consultation, so it is at its 
earliest stages at the moment. Once we have 
progressed our investigations, we will be able 
to provide more detail.”

Derelict hospital to become flats and houses 


Plans to transform a fire-ravaged former psychi¬ 
atric hospital into apartments and houses have 
been given the go-ahead. 

St Crispin’s, in Duston, Northampton, will 
become 98 houses and 137 apartments after the 
proposal received the green light on Tuesday. 

The plans, by WN Developments, will see most 
of the crumbling ward blocks demolished and 
replaced by ‘replicas’ which will be apartments. 


But the Grade II Listed clock tower in the 
middle of the site will be restored and turned into 
a six-storey block of 13 apartments. 

And the administration block will also be 
retained and converted into an apartment block. 

There will also be town houses, cottages and 
coachhouses included in the development, as well 
as 121 surface parking spaces and two 
underground car parks of 218 spaces. 


Liquid nicotine 
kills dad-of-two

A coroner has issued a warning after a dad 
died from drinking liquid nicotine. 

The cause of 32-year-old Clinton Field’s 
death is so rare there have only been three or 
four other cases recorded in the world. 

It was the first time in Northamptonshire 
that an inquest had dealt with a death from 
ingesting such a substance. 

In his summing up assistant county coroner, 
Hassan Shah said: “The verdict I will include 
is this death was drug related and in brackets 
it will say liquid nicotine. 

“This is a very rare occurrence and we do not 
see very many deaths by ingestion of liquid 
nicotine. 

“The public at large might not be aware of 
the risks about death from liquid nicotine. 

“I hope this death will serve as a warning to 
others and perhaps save lives in the future.” 

Last Thursday’s inquest in the boardroom at 
Kettering Police Station heard paramedics 


were called to Mr Field’s house in Balmoral 
Avenue, Rushden, at 6.18am on November 7 
last year. They arrived at 6.35am and found 
Mr Field lying on the floor in the kitchen look¬ 
ing grey. 

The inquest was told at about 5am, Mr Field’s 
partner Emma Richards had been woken by 
Clinton who said he had to go to heaven to be 
with his dad who had died six years ago. 

He said he was going to drink liquid nicotine 
and she should look after the kids. 

They sat down and cried together and then 
Clinton said he needed to have a cigarette and 
went into the kitchen. 

It was there Emma found him frothing at the 
mouth and called 999. 

She was told to give CPR which she did until 
the paramedics arrived. 

Mr Field was immediately taken by ambu¬ 
lance to Kettering General Hospital where he 
dies three days later. 

Mr Shah said after much deliberation he did 
not believe the death was suicide but drug 
related. 


Passenger dies after collision with tree

was a passenger in was 


involved in a collision on the 
A361 at 9.55am on Monday.

tree. Both women were taken 
to John Radcliffe Hospital, 
where the passenger sadly 
died. 

The driver was released 
with minor injuries.

Dad’s 

flying

A dad-of-two who says he is 
Very lucky to be alive' after 
suffering a cardiac arrest 
while out jogging is urging 
people to support the air 
ambulance that saved him. 

James Woodgate, 38, from 
Clipston, was out running 
near his village in February 
last year when he collapsed 
and suffered cardiac arrest, 
before being discovered by a 
passing motorist. 

The driver stopped and 
carried out CPR, when anoth¬ 
er driver came along, called 
999 and went to the nearby 
village of Sibbertoft to pick 
up a defibrillator and 
returned to help revive 
lames. 

The Warwickshire 
and Northampt¬ 
onshire Air 
Ambulance then 
arrived at the 
scene, took over 
lames’ treatment 
and transferred him 
to a hospital in 
Coventry, where he 
recovered. 

Now jogging twice a week 


after being fitted with an 
implantable cardiverter 
defibrillator device, 
and attending 
regular check-ups 
at hospital, the 
communications 
manager is in 
good health. 

Now James is 
supporting the air 
ambulance’s Give an 
Hour to Save a Life 
campaign that is being run 
during Air Ambulance Week 


from September 17 to 25. The 
initiative sees people volun¬ 
teer an hour of their time to 
hand out yellow cross pin 
badges in exchange for 
donations. 

James said: “I am very lucky 
to be alive as the survival rate 
for out of hospital cardiac 
arrests is very low. If it wasn’t 
for a series of events, includ¬ 
ing the air ambulance com¬ 
ing quickly, I wouldn’t be 
here today. What they do is 
fantastic - and it is free.”

Second review of 


‘noisy’ nightspot

A nightclub-turned-restau¬ 
rant is to have its licence 
reviewed again - after more 
complaints about ‘excessive 
noise'. 

A total of 17 complaints 
were received about The 
Department for Liquor and 
Social Affairs in Bridge Street 
in Northampton town centre 
when it was originally a 
nightclub in 2014. 

But despite the venue agree¬ 
ing to monitor the noise - 
which on one night in July 
2014 was allegedly as loud as 
a jet aircraft taking off from 
305 metres away - the 
objections have continued. 

The venue is now an 
American-themed burger 
restaurant, and its name has 


been changed to The 
Department of Meat and 
Social Affairs. However, its 
licence allows it to hold 
private parties. 

Applying to Northampton 
Borough Council for the 
venue’s licence to be 
reviewed, a director of The 
Richardsons Group - which 
owns the nearby Church 
restaurant - says the music at 
these private parties has been 
‘so excessive’ it has ‘impacted 
the trade’ of local businesses. 

Jason Richardson says some 
of the pubs, restaurants and a 
hotel which have been affect¬ 
ed include The Albion, The 
Plough Hotel, The King Billy 
and The Royal Bengal. 

He claims to have recorded 
noise levels outside the venue 
on July 2, and picked up 75db 
and 80db, despite the fact - he 


adds - ‘we understand from 
their premises licence that 
music should be limited to 
95db when measured at lm 
from any speaker’. 

Among his documents to 
the council’s sub licencing 
committee, which will review 
the venue’s licence today, is 
an email from The Albion 
which states the sound has 
‘driven their customers 
away’. Another email from a 
resident who lives in the 
street said he is ‘unable to 
sleep because of the noise’. 

And the manager at The 
Plough, which is the furthest 
business out of all the 
complainants, said the noise 
is forcing guests not to return. 

The H&P asked the restau¬ 
rant to comment but it had 
not responded in time for our 
print deadline.

A sixth-form student has 
been working with a 
university to make life 
better for cyclists. 

Alexandra Asvestopoulou 
was awarded a Nuffield 
Research Placement which 
offered sixth-formers the 
chance to work on universi¬ 
ty research projects during 
the summer. 

The Northampton School 
for Girls pupil has been 
looking into the quality and 
connectivity of the town’s 
cycling facilities, in particu¬ 
lar routes to and from the 
railway station, town centre 
and the University of 
Northampton’s two 
campuses. 

Alexandra’s findings tie in 
with research on cycling 
commuting being carried 
out by the university’s 
department of environmen¬ 
tal and geographical scienc¬ 
es - the results of which 
could be used by 
Northamptonshire County 
Council to make improve¬ 
ments to the network. 

Her work has been super¬ 
vised by Dr Joanna Wright 
and Dr Janet Jackson, from 
the university. 

Dr Wright said: “I’m a keen 
cyclist and wanted to see 



what the infrastructure was 
like across the town, as 
cycling maps just don’t show 
what cyclists really need to 
see. It’s a big job and so it has 
been a real help to have Alex 
mapping the features of 
cycle routes in the town, 
using GPS satellite units, 
and drawing a map of the 


facilities and routes using 
industry standard mapping 
software. 

“This is the same software 
our students learn to use in 
geography and environ¬ 
mental science, which is 
part of improving their 
career opportunities and 
employability skills.

A mum and her daughter who are both 
special constables for Northants Police - 
as well as her other daughter who is a 
cadet - say they are on a mission to 
change the perceptions of Muslim women. 

Saima Saleem, who is in her early 40s, 
was a full time mother to three daughters, 
until she became a special constable in 
August 2014. 

Currently undertaking a BA Policing 
degree at the University of Northampton, 
Saima carries out a minimum of four 
hours a week of voluntary policing work. 


Her 22-year-old daughter Nayhaa 
Saleem is also a special, and the younger 
member of the family is 17-year-old 
Narmeen, who is a police cadet. 

Saima said: “As a Pakistani woman, 
being a special constable is a big thing.

He has been 
such a huge support for me.” 

She added: “As a Muslim female officer, 

I want to become a role model for women. 


“They should step forward so they can 
achieve what they want to do in their 
lives.” 

Nayhaa said: “For me, being a Muslim 
officer means a lot. Firstly, because I 
want to change people’s views on 
Muslims, I want to show that we are a 
part of this community as much as they 
are and what we are doing is for this 
community. You can be a Muslim and a 
police officer at the same time!”

GADGET fans around the world 
over were in mourning in 1999 
when actor Desmond Llewellyn 
died aged 85 in a car accident 
while driving back from a book 
signing. 

For those who don’t know 
their Bond, do pay attention!

POLITICIANS often hope 
hindsight will give their careers 
a historic gleam but poor old 
Neville Chamberlain, British 
Prime Minister from 1937 to 
1940, has yet to enjoy such a 
boost. 

These days he’s blamed for the 
appeasement of Hitler between 
1936 and 1939 and therefore 
making matters much worse 
when war finally broke out. 

But at the time many people 
were battle weary after the 
horrors of WWI’s trenches and, 
by preventing war during the 
late 1930s, was much respected 
both inside and outside 
parliament.

But the cigar-chomping 
mogul was not always grateful 
for his early years spent 
working in London, where he 
established himself before 
moving to Hollywood in 1939. 

The Vertigo and Dial M for 
Murder director once told US 
reporters that in London “the 
sky was always grey, the rain 
was grey, the mud was grey and 
I was grey”. 

Hitchcock had a lot to thank 
the capital for; he directed over 
20 films within it during the 


first few decades of his career, 
using familiar backdrops such 
as Trafalgar Square, Piccadilly 
Circus and the Royal Albert 
Hall. 

But who could blame him for 
preferring the Californian sun? 
For the next forty years he 
worked with some of 
Hollywood’s biggest stars 
including Cary Grant, James 
Stewart, Ingrid Bergman, Grace 
Kelly and Janet Leigh, who 
starred in his greatest critical 
and commercial success, the 
1960 thriller Psycho. 

While living in Los Angeles 
Hitchcock developed a taste for 
grand residences and eventually 
bought a seven-bedroom 
colonial-style mansion in Bel 
Air. 


But when living in London 
his home was much more 
modest. From 1926 until 1939 he 
lived in a shabby maisonette flat 
at 153 Cromwell Road in 
Kensington complete with 
threadbare carpets and wonky 
furniture. 

The property, which was on 
the second and third floor of the 
house, was where Hitchcock 
both worked and lived, usually 
dressed in his favourite blue 
silk pyjamas and matching 
dressing gown. 

Over 75 years since Hitchcock 
left the property and it’s still 
made up of flats including a 
two-bedroom top floor 
apartment, which is now for 
sale with Foxtons (020 3728 2000) 
for £750,000.

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Norman's childhood 
home was no joke 



EVEN as his life entered its 
twilight years, comedian and 
film star Norman Wisdom kept 
the jokes coming, quipping that 
“as you get older three things 
happen - the first is your 
memory goes, and I can’t 
remember the other two”. 

Wisdom was born into poverty 
in February 1915 but by the age 
of 25 had a long list of 
accomplishments to his name 
after running away to join the 
army. This included learning to 
play several musical 
instruments and becoming the 
flyweight boxing champion of 
the British Army in India. 

After surviving the war 
Wisdom’s talents for comic 
entertainment were spotted 
including his famous ‘trip up’ 
routine, and by 31 he was a 
professional entertainer and 
soon after, a film star and 
comedian. 

Home to 

HIS CARS were fast, 
astonishingly beautiful and, ever 
since his first marques rolled off 
his production line during the 
1930s, envied the world over. 

Sir William Lyons, the son of 
an Irish shop owner, co-founded 
what was to become Jaguar Cars 
in 1922 with William Walmsley 
and, after setting up a factory in 
Blackpool, manufactured 
motorcycle side cars and later 
full-blown motor vehicles. 

Lyons went on to lead the 
fledgling company through the 
war and then in 1948 launched 
its first sports car and a 
world-beating engine, both of 
which helped make Jaguar a 
global sensation. Most famously, 
this included the E-Type, which 
was manufactured between 1961 
and 1975 at Jaguar’s new 
Coventry assembly plant. 

By the late 1930s the company 
was doing well enough to make 
Lyons a wealthy man and it’s 
then that he bought Wappenbury 
Hall, a huge mansion and estate 
north-east of Leamington Spa 
and 11 miles south of Jaguar’s 


His most famous character 
was Norman Pitkin, a clueless 
and incompetent junior 
employee to boss ‘Mr Grimsdade’ 
in a variety of different settings, 
which won Widsom fans all over 
the world including, most 
improbably, Albania. 

Wisdom died in 2010 but 
interest in his life continues 
with appreciation societies still 
active around the world as well 
as a UK Facebook page, which is 


head office. 

Wappenbury Hall was to play a 
central role in Jaguar’s history. 
Not only was it where William 
and his wife Greta lived until 
their deaths during the 
mid-1980s, but many of Jaguar’s 
famous cars were launched 
outside the property. 

There is a famous photo of 
Lyons stood, arms folded, in 
front of a green E-Type coupe 
outside the front door during the 
late 1960s, and he is also said to 


currently campaigning to have 
Wisdom featured on a banknote. 

And at the moment his 
childhood home is also for sale. 
It’s at 91 Fernhead Road in 
London’s Maida Vale where the 
Wisdom family lived during the 
1920s and where Norman and his 
brother Fred, and their parents, 
lived in a single room. The 
one-bedroom apartment is now 
on the market for £449,000 with 
agent Dexters (020 7266 2020).

Citroen’s new experience

A futuristic take on executive 
motoring will be revealed by 
Citroen at its home motor show in 
Paris at the end of the month. 

The CXPERIENCE concept car is 
a plug-in hybrid which makes the 
most out of the latest technology 
inside and out. 

It also marks the debut of what 
Citroen is calling its Advanced 
Comfort programme which is 
designed to filter out almost all 
external noise and road undula¬ 
tions for a serene drive. 

The concept car will be revealed 
on September 29 at the start of 
this year’s Paris Motor Show- 
Europe’s top motoring event in 
2016. 

At 4.85 metres in length and two 
metres wide the CXPERIENCE is 
longer but narrower than the 
likes of a BMW 3 Series yet with a 
low roof line, short front and rear 
overhangs and a wheelbase of 
three metres it looks stylish and 
purposeful. 

Its sleek design makes the most 
out of the windows which include 
concave glass in the tailgate to 
help aerodynamics. 

While much of the vehicle is 
pure concept - such as the verti¬ 
cal lift rear doors - the nose gives 
a clue to the next generation 


Citroens with a narrow grille and 
double layered LED headlamps. 
The tail lamps are also state-of- 
the-art and use laser fibre optics. 

Other innovations include cool¬ 
ing flaps in the front apron which 
open and close at speed to mini¬ 
mise drag and a moveable fin 
mounted on the tailgate. 

More tangible features are 
Citroen’s first petrol-electric 
plug-in hybrid powertrain and 
advanced connectivity. 

Starting the car, controlling the 
air conditioning or adjusting the 
seats can be done from a smart¬ 
phone or tablet. 

The plug-in set up mates a 


petrol engine with an 80KW 
electric motor through an eight- 
speed automatic transmission 
and together they produce 300 
horsepower. It can run for 37.5 
miles purely on battery power - 
more zero emission range than 
the current crop of most PHEVs. 

Recharging takes 4.5 hours from 
a standard power point - 2.5 
hours from a quick charger. 

Citroen was the pioneer of 
smooth running with its hydro¬ 
pneumatic suspension first intro¬ 
duced in the 1950s and the 
CXPERIENCE brings that right up 
to date with a system that 
‘cocoons’ the cabin from noise 


and road surfaces. Citroen 
describes it as a hydraulic cush¬ 
ion. 

Inside, the instrument panel 
features a large 19-inch touch¬ 
screen with a split-display func¬ 
tion and while the use of cameras 
in place of the rear view mirrors 
is still some way off the car is 
fitted with Citroen’s 
ConnectedCAM wide-view dash- 
cam system. 

Linda Jackson, Citroen’s chief 
executive, said: “The Citroen 
CXPERIENCE CONCEPT car 
challenges convention to express 
a new vision of executive hatch¬ 
backs.”

The new Ford Focus RS is not 
just a hot hatch - it is a four- 
wheel-drive monster that 
delivers supercar pace and 
power for family car money. 

Pound for pound few cars 
on the road can match it and it 
really is a supercar you can use 
every day. 

It looks great, sounds fabulous 
as well as being affordable and is 
almost as practical as any other 
Focus. 

This is the third Focus to sport 
the RS badge and it is powered 
by the same 2.3-litre EcoBoost 
engine that features in the 
company’s Mustang muscle 
car, but it has been tuned even 
further to deliver even more 
power. 

With 345bhp on tap the fastest 
ever RS model sprints to 62mph 
in just 4.7 seconds and thunders 
on to an impressive 165mph. 

And thanks to its clever four- 
wheel drive system you can 
keep it in a straight line. It looks 
mean from any angle and other 
motorists are instantly aware 
that the RS is no ordinary Focus. 

It stands out thanks to a huge 
grille with matt black surround, a 
front splitter, muscular and 
bulging wheel arches and a 
substantial tailgate spoiler that 
helps to keep it glued to the 


road. Large 19-inch alloy wheels 
and twin tailpipes help to create 
a rally car look but all the design 
features have purpose. 

The interior is also pretty 
impressive with body-hugging 
Recaro sports seats, a new flat- 
bottomed steering wheel, alloy 
pedals and the RS blue colour 
scheme. 

You also get an extra bank of 
gauges and Ford’s SYNC 
connectivity system which 
provides access to audio, sat 
nav, climate control and mobile 
phones via voice control or the 
eight-inch colour touchscreen 
and the Sony 10-speaker sound 
system. 

Wedged into the Recaro seats 
you can then select from a num¬ 
ber of drive modes designed to 
turn the fun up another notch. If 
on the other hand you are not in 
the mood, the RS will cope with 
everyday motoring. 

The RS will always attract 
attention because of its macho 
looks and distinctive soundtrack 
but it is happy enough to go 
about its business within the 
speed limits. But when you do 
decide to have some fun it is 
magnificent. 

You would need to be on a 
track day to fully appreciate all 
the driving modes and that is 
where you will need to go if you 
really want to play hard safely.

MERCEDES-AMG is extending its product line-up with the addition of a potent new GLC 43 4MATIC Coupe. The 
newcomer to the range has all the advantages of an SUV in terms of seating position, interior flexibility and also traction 
for the odd trip off the beaten track. Its performance is impressive, and the GLC 43 4MATIC Coupe accelerates from rest 
to 62mph in just 4.9 seconds and its speed is electronically governed 155mph. It comes with a 9G-TRONIC automatic 
transmission, which Mercedes-AMG developers have specially configured for the new GLC to reduce shift times through 
the nine speed box 

Power comes from the 3.0-litre V6 biturbo engine as used in other AMG Performance models. It delivers a maximum 
output of 367bhp plus maximum torque of 520Nm. 

For added agility, more neutral cornering behaviour and higher traction even when driving at speed, Mercedes engineers 
have designed a dedicated sports suspension on the basis of the AIR BODY CONTROL full-support multi-chamber air 
suspension system. Mercedes says that during sudden changes, fast cornering, heavy acceleration or hard braking, the 
spring rate is automatically made harder on the front or rear axle. This effectively reduces roll and pitching while 
stabilising of load the vehicle.

TOP SAFETY SCORE FOR 
NEW RENAULT SCENIC

THE all-new Renault Scenic, which goes 
on sale in the UK later this year, has 
received a five-star safety rating from the 
independent organisation, Euro NCAR 
It rated highly with a 90 per cent score for 
adult occupant protection, 82 per cent for 
children and 67 per cent for pedestrians. 
Renault claims the latest Scenic is 
amongst the best in its class when it 
comes to passive safety features. 

It uses a structure consisting of 
reinforced steel skirts, side members, 
windscreen pillars and posts, allowing 
it to protect the lives of occupants 
inside the safety cell. 

Parts of the structure are “ultra-high 
elastic”, with each square millimetre 
able to resist up to 120kg of pressure. In 
addition, crumple zone steel located 
outside the passenger compartment 
allows for an impact to be absorbed, 
thus also protecting the lives of 
occupants inside the safety cell. 

It is also fitted with two curtain airbags 
for the first and second rows and two 
lateral airbags in the front. 

The new Scenic also comes with 
additional gear such as hands-free 
parking, lane departure warning, lane 
keeping assist, adaptive cruise control, 
fatigue detection warning and an active 
emergency braking system with 
pedestrian detection.

Three is the magic number for 
Cobblers as they stuck 3 past the 
club from 30 miles away and 
extended their unbeaten run to 30 
matches. 

The Berlin Wall was still standing 
when Northampton last lost and 
they gave the men from roundabout 
town the runaround in front of the 
Sky cameras at Sixfields. Karl 
Robinson’s Milton Keynes side were 
blown away in a twenty minute 
period in which Northampton 
finally showed their true quality. 

Town boss Rob Page started new 
signing Paul Anderson on the right 
of a five man midfield and Jak 
McCourt replaced the suspended 
John-Joe O’Toole. Northampton’s 
side contained more than a smat¬ 


tering of Championship quality 
with a powerful edge contrasted by 
a patient playing style. 

Milton Keynes play some lovely 
football, constantly looking for 
balls in behind and in truth they 
dominated the early skirmishes in 
front of 6,618 at Sixfields. Yet, 
Cobblers were able to afford MK 
possession as Robinson’s team were 
so lightweight and ineffectual in 
the final third. That left 
Northampton to hit their oppo¬ 
nents hard and capitalise on their 
lack of shape and Town did just that 
on 8 minutes when clinching the 
opener. McCourt started where he 
means to go on with a colossal chal¬ 
lenge in the middle of the park fol¬ 
lowed by a strong run and cut back 
for Harry Beautyman. The ex-Posh 
man showed a deft first touch fol¬ 
lowed by an accurate angled drive 
giving MK stopper David Martin no 
chance. 

The away side had barely enough 


chance to catch breath and restyle 
their hair dos before Alex Revell 
headed Town two goals to the good. 
The superlative left foot of Matt 
Taylor supplied the plum cross with 
a brilliant flicked header from 
Revell nestling into the corner of 
the net. Town fans chanted ‘you’ve 
got no history’ to their visiting 
counterparts but it looked like MK 
were history with barely quarter of 
an hour gone. 

But MK were always going to find 
a route to goal with their measured 
passing and ex-Bristol City striker 
Nicky Maynard should have scored 
on the 20 minute mark when turn¬ 
ing his defender in the box. Yet the 
former Robins forward was left red 
faced with a weak shot straight at 
Adam Smith. 

Milton Keynes were then given a 
lesson in finishing by the evergreen 
Matt Taylor. The midfielder, for¬ 
merly of Portsmouth and West Ham 
brought the hammer down on MK 


with a delightful southpaw free kick 
up and over the wall that left 
Martin staring in wonder.

trating Gorre, who had MK backing 
off like mad, that won a penalty for 
Town 10 minutes after the restart.

George Ford produced a sublime 
performance with the boot as 
Bath claimed the notable open¬ 
ing day scalp of Northampton 
Saints at a saturated Franklin’s 
Gardens. 

The England international was 
100 per cent from the tee and 
added a pair of drop-goals for 
good measure, as the points head¬ 
ed back to the west country 
despite two late tries from Nic 
Groom. 

The hosts had the better of the 
early pressure without turning 
their territorial advantage into 
anything tangible, as the odd 
handling error counted against 
them. 

There were signs of what the 
next few months will bring at 
Franklin’s Gardens following the 
arrival of Frenchman Louis 
Picamoles with repeated attacks 
on the gain line being made via 
the No.8’s hands. 

But by and large the opening 
quarter was fairly scrappy with 
the kicking games of both Harry 
Mallinder and Ford initially lack¬ 
ing accuracy and penetration. 

The first scoring attempt didn’t 


arrive until the 25th minute when 
Mallinder, preferred ahead of 
Stephen Myler at fly-half, pushed 
a long-range penalty wide of the 
posts. 

Bath were hardly helped by the 
early departure of Taulupe Faletau 
courtesy of a knee injury, and 
while their pack lacked the obvi¬ 
ous thrust of their Northampton 
counterparts, they retained a 
threat on the counter attack when 
the hosts’ handling let them 
down. 

Slightly against the run of play, 


Bath opened the scoring in the 
latter stages of the half when, hav¬ 
ing hit the upright with a drop- 
goal attempt, Ford found his range 
from 35 yards out when play was 
brought back for a Northampton 
infringement. 

With the momentum gradually 
moving into Bath’s favour despite 
rarely venturing anywhere near 
the try line, Ford - whose tactical 
kicking was now rid of any rusti¬ 
ness - doubled the lead with a 
neatly executed drop-goal a few 
minutes later. 


But Mallinder was not firing on 
all cylinders from the tee and a 
straightforward penalty from 30 
yards was sent in the same direc¬ 
tion as his first effort. 

The six-point advantage became 
nine shortly after the interval 
when Ford added a second penal¬ 
ty to his tally, as Northampton 
were penalized at a scrum bang in 
front. Bath, now two scores to the 
good, looked all the brighter for it. 

A strong break by Semesa 
Rokoduguni from deep in his own 
half broke down on halfway. 


Jim: We did not 
take our chances 

Northampton Saints director of rugby 
Jim Mallinder could scarcely hide his 
disappointment after his side were 
downed 18-14 in torrid conditions at 
Franklin’s Gardens by Bath. 

England fly-half George Ford was 
exceptional from the tee, and after a 
drop goal and a penalty gave his side a 
6-0 half-time lead, he racked up another 
12 points in the second period. 

Facing a huge deficit with just ten min¬ 
utes remaining, Saints battled back 
admirably and Nic Groom twice crossed 
the whitewash to give them an outside 
chance. 

But Bath clung on for their first win at 
Franklin’s Gardens in 16 years, and 
Mallinder tipped his cap to Ford who 
ran the midfield in the torrential rain. 

“It was very frustrating,” he said. “We 
had a positive first 20 minutes and 
showed a bit of attacking intent, but 
were disappointed not to come away 
with any points. 

“Slowly we lost control of the game and 
credit to George Ford who, in those con¬ 
ditions, did what he had to do. 

“You look for positives in terms of the 
way we came back in the last 10 min¬ 
utes, but generally it’s a very disappoint¬ 
ing game for us.” 

Mallinder opted to start son Harry- 
fresh from a successful World 
Championship campaign with England 
under-20s in the summer - ahead of 
Stephen Myler at fly-half, and the versa¬ 
tile youngster missed two opportunities 
from the tee in the first period. 

But the Saints boss did not believe that 
was where the game was lost. 

He said: “You’ve got to take your 
opportunities and we had certain 
chances to get points, whether that’s 
from the boot or from our set piece, but 
we just coughed up the ball too easily in 
those situations. 

“ [Harry Mallinder] had a few good 
touches but it’s always going to be tough 
particularly in conditions like that.” 


Ripley expects Duckett to stay as contract talks begin

Northamptonshire head coach David Ripley 
said he doesn’t expect Ben Duckett to leave 
Wantage Road this winter, and revealed the 
club are in discussions with the 21-year-old 
about a contract extension. 

Duckett has enjoyed a breakthrough year, 
scoring more runs in all formats than any 
other player in county cricket this summer, 
staring for both Northants in their run to the 
t20 title and England Lions, with scores of 


163 and 220 for the national squad’s second 
string. The youngster, who made his debut 
for the county aged 17 in 2012, has a year left 
on his current contract, but had been 
rumoured to follow the example of David 
Willey, who also had a year remaining when 
he left Northants to join Yorkshire 12 months 
ago. 

However Ripley said talks are underway 
with both Duckett and his family, and whilst 
no extension has yet been agreed, the head 
coach is at the very least confident Duckett 
will still be a Steelback at the start of next 
summer. 

“He has a year left on his current contract 
and all indications are there’s no problem 


with that at all and the club are working 
hard to get him to extend that,” Ripley said. 

“There has been some good meetings with 
Ben and his dad and we hope that that’s 
going to happen, at the moment we can’t say 
it’s a definite but in the short term I expect 
Ben to be with us [next year] and continue to 
put in those match winning performances.” 

Following his success for England Lions, 
Duckett has also been tipped to be on the 
verge of a call up to the full national squad, 
but missed out once again when the squad 
for the international t20 clash with Pakistan 
was announced on Wednesday, but with win¬ 
ter tours to Bangladesh and India coming 
up, Ripley believes his chance may yet still 


come. “He’s getting closer, I’m having some 
good communication with [national selec¬ 
tor] James Whitaker and England about how 
their viewing him and how close he’s been to 
being elected in these last two squads and I 
think that’s all very genuine. 

“We know England have got a good group of 
white ball players and Ben’s certainly knock¬ 
ing on the door, it’ll be interesting they’re 
going somewhere where spin plays a big 
part, to see if they take a punt on Ben. 

“I’m pretty sure he’ll get there in white ball 
cricket before too long, test cricket I don’t 
know, we’ll have to wait and see but no-one 
has really grasped those spots in the batting 
order.” 
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Page happy with 
start to campaign 


Manager Rob Page has said he is 
happy with the start his side has 
made to their League One season - 
even if they could have had more 
points in their tally. 

The Welshman picked up his first 
league win as Cobblers manager in 
a hugely entertaining 3-2 win over 
MK Dons on Sunday, a match that 
was beamed live across the world 
on Sky Sports.

And Page insisted he didn't feel 
any pressure to win despite his 
side starting with five draws.

A Northampton schoolgirl who has dwarfism 
will make her Paralympic swimming debut in 
Rio this weekend as she sets her sights on haul¬ 
ing four medals for Team GB. 

Northampton High School (NHS) student, 
Eleanor Robinson, 15, will take to the big stage 
for the first time on Friday having been inspired 
by watching team-mate Ellie Simmonds win 
double gold at London 2012. 

The teenager, who learnt how to swim when 


she was four and continued her development 
through PE lessons in junior school at NHS, was 
talent-spotted in 2012 and aimed to make the 
Tokyo 2020 Games. 

However, she progressed quickly, and is now 
looking forward to competing in four events in 
Rio - the S6 50m freestyle, 100m freestyle, 400m 
freestyle and the 50m butterfly. 

Speaking ahead of her big moment, she admit¬ 
ted: “It hasn’t sunk in yet that I’m in line for Rio.” 

It was just four months ago when Eleanor - also 
known as Ellie - finished a close second to 
Ukraine’s Paralympic, world and European 


champion Oksana Krul in the butterfly final at 
May’s IPC Swimming European Championships 
in Madeira. 

But it was at this same event where Robinson 
- who holds four British records including the S6 
50m freestyle and 50m butterfly - also won three 
bronze medals. 

“Those times have given me a huge amount of 
confidence,” she added. 

Elbe’s first event at Rio will be on Friday in the 
50m butterfly, followed by the 50m freestyle on 
Saturday, the 400m freestyle on Tuesday and 
100m freestyle next Saturday.
